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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendments to the specification and the claims, filed on February 2, 2005, have been 
entered in the above-identified application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The base claims are: 1, 25, 32 and 44. 

The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed retroreflective product 
structure combined with the claimed first and second open faced cube-corner surfaces opposing 
each other, i.e. on opposite sides of the carrier (claim 1), and the optical coating on the first and 
second cube-corner surfaces retroreflects incident light without passing the light through the 
material. 

In sum, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a retroreflective product having all 
the features of the base claims.
